Every day, members of fke A. F, L. Amat 9 amafed 
Associdtion of Street, Electric Railway and Motor 
Coach Employes of America perform a mammoth 
job of service for the citiiens of this nation. Most 
of us ride public conveyances daily, and know the 
good work performed by Brothers and Sisters of 
ours in the Amalgamated Association, Last year 
they gave service to more than 15 million persons 
riding the transit vehicles which they operate. And 
in return tor their conscientious, courteous service, 
they are able to earn a good living and under de- 
cent conditions. It was not always thus. 

It is often hard for younger members of the As- 
sociation to believe, but back in the early days of 
transportation — in the horse car days — the horses 
often had better conditions than the drivers. Street 
railway employes before the advent of unions, 
worked long hours for small pay. The earliest re- 
corded attempt to organhe these employes occurred 
in New York City in IS6I, The Civil War brought an 
end to this first attempt at unioniiation and efforts 
were not revived until 1883 when Local Assembly 
2878 of the Knights of Labor was formed by the 
New York City Street Railway men. 

This movement rapidly spread to other cities. In 
September 1892, the A. F. of L. called a convention 
of all existing streot railway organizations for the 
purpose of organizing a national union. Fifty rep- 
resentatives from all over the United States re- 
sponded and the Amalgamated Association of 
Street Railway Employes was chartered at that time. 

The members of this sister A. F, L. union of ours 
have come a long way In the 60 years which have 
intervened. They now enjoy good wages, have fair 
overtime provisions and vacations with pay^,

A lira ha 111 Ijiiieolit was l^resifloiit 
when Indianapolis built its first 
street ear Itju' in lHt!4. Tlie first 
c'ars were imile drawn and riMpiirt'd 
the serviet^s of a dri%'er and a coin 
ihietor. The tl river stood on a 
small open platform with a tliin 
dash Iveiween fiim and the ot>erat- 
ing power, it is interesting; to note 
that the ] nil die eonveyanees were 
not heated in lliose days. However, 
in eold weather, straw and hay 
were sprinkled trenerousjy over (he 
11o(H\s.

And so, froni wiongs and pov- 
erty and mistreatnnnit, the urge 
to unite, to seeiire a better lite was 
horn, just as it was with 1ln^ <Iar- 
merit Workers and (’igar ^iakers 
and Eleetriea) Wnrk<n\s and othej' 
oppressed jUMijiles nl' an earlier 
day. 

TIte earliest reeo rde*! aitemf^l to 
organize street railway employes 
oeeurred iri New York in lSt51. 
1110 group was first formed into 
a benevolent organization whieh 
denouneed strikes. But as their 
wages were redueeil lime after 
time, tlie men were foreed to form 
an organization whieh had at least 
some semhlanef' of a iiiiion. How- 
ever, this groii]) was sliort lived 
since tlie t 'ivil War brought aliont 
its destruction as it did to iljc 
nil ions of many other crafts. 

Beaten by Traitor 

The next at1em|>t to organize 
transit cmploye.s was in IHSd when 
Local Assemhly 2STH of the 
Knights of Labor was formed by 
the New York t'ity street railway 
men. This organization had rougli 
going, however, because a traitor 
gained membership and shortly 
Thereafter, tfie company discharge<l 
many Avorkers, anil in a fear reac- 
tion , the membersliip dropjicd from 


hOO to Iff just six months after 
organization. 

The leaders were not to be 
tlaiinteil, iiowever, and workcil see- 
retly to rebuild their union, and 
by December 18S5 Avere strong 
eiiimgh to i>resent an agreement to 
managcinent . ami strikes of shc»rt 
duration over the city did win 
some mcasuie of recognition. 

Tlie small victmnes of the Now 
York men, coupled with the agita- 
tion by forces o1 organized bdmr 
iliroughout Lie country for the 
eight -hour tlay, tnspii'cd transit 
workers in oilier cities to seek or- 
gan izatiom By l8S(b the street 
railway men in most major cities 
had an organization of one tyjie or 
another. 

Through tire efforts of these 
early groups, the B> a ml 18 hour 
day, which was nearly uni vet -sal 
throughout the industry, was cut 
iloAVTi to 12 hours. 

Call by Gompers 

Early in 1888, lhe work of or- 
ganizing street railway men was 
taken up l>y American Eederation 
of Labor organizers. !n lSt)2, 
8iaruucl Lorn pels callc^d a eoiivcii- 
tion of all existing street railway 
organizations In order to form a 
national or inteirialional union. 
.More than 50 representatives from 
all over the United States an- 
swered the call and met in ^laii-

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ECENTLY a well-knowri mother 
of a large family of ootstanduig 
children, made a speech before a PTA 
group. She said that she thought the 
most important thing to remember 
abmit raising children, was to give 
them roots" and “wings.'^ 

And mothers, that advice is sound, 
We a)] want our children to grow up 
healthy, happy, well-balanced indi- 
viduals who will get much out of 
life and who will also put much into 
it. They need help, however. Teach- 
ers, friends, relatives, pastors, all can 
help. Rut the greatest help along the 
way of life^ — for any chi id — should 
come from his mother. 

Okay? Now what about these 
“roots" and "wings" we should give 
our children. Well— here is the way 
I interpret their meaning. 

A Child Needs Roots 

Giving a child roots, means actually 
rooting him to the earth — making 
him the kind of individual strong 
enough and healthy enough to .stay on 
this earth ami at the same time |riv- 
tng him emotional strength and abil- 
ity and knowledge, so that he will 
want to stay on this earth and gel 
a big bang out of life. The first i!l 
wind of adversity canH blow him 
away. Now what does this i involve? 
Fir.st of nllj giving your child the 
best possible health, teaching him 
health habits that will continue with 
him through life. We haven’t space 
in one short article to outline a rull

health plan, but here ai'e high spots 
to be remembered. 

See IhiU your child gets plenty of 
nourishing food. Teach him xvhen he 
is small to eat all kinds of food. Do 
you know that most people ncquire 
antipathies toward certain foods be- 
cause their parents have those same 
dislikes? In our recipe box this month 
we have listed the foods a child 
shoLiUl have ever>’ day to be com- 
pletely nourished. 

Now about health habits. Teach 
your child to bathe daily. Make bath- 
ing the little tot fun, and he will 
grow up enjoying his bath. Teach 
children care of teeth and hair and 
skin. Every mother wants her 
<iaughter to giow up beautifuL Well 
then, mother, help her to be beautiful 
by seeing that she has proper irmn- 
isbment and care as a child and learns 
to care for herself properly as she 
grows to young womanhood. 

Take your children regularly to 
their doctor and dentist for check-ups 
and Impress the importance of these 
visits on them so that they will con- 
tinue them after they leave home and 
you. 

Training flakes Roots 

Next, the roots we give our children 
are vitally concerned with the educa- 
tion ami training they receive, 



To be happy, normal, likeable in- 
divifiuals, they must have regard for 
the rights and feelings of others, 
know how to get along with people 
and have all the rudiments of good 
manners. It's up to you to teach them, 
mothers. Sure, it’s a big job, but 
raising children properly Is the big- 
gest and most important job in the 



world. DonT ever forget that and 
then you can’t help but do a good job. 

We wish we bad room for lots of 
pointers but since we don’t lot us just 
remind ourselves that good example 
is the best teachei* and that the 
golden rule has never been surpassed 
as a I'ule of conduct. Teach your 
children to live by the golden rule. 
Remember a little while back we told 
you about the little girl who said "I 
want to be Just like luy mother when 
I grow up?” Lots of little girls feel 
that way. Be worthy of their trust. 

Now about education — give them 
all of the best you can, Money, looks, 
health, can all he lost — a good educa- 
tion never. And remember in these 
(lays of keen competition, tlic boy or 
ghl with the most education and 
training Is going to get the breaks. 

Teach Children To Do 

And about that training — teach 
your children to do things. Helple,ss 
people may be appealing, but the 
ones who know how to dev things are 
the ones who get ahead. 

Teach your girls to co<vk and sew 
and keep house. Get Dad to teach 
the boys things about carpentry and 
household repair—how to change a 
tire or do a paint job. Encourage 
them to take courses — courses in any 
thing. The more they know and the 
more they can tio, the happier, more 
valuable citizens they will bijcome. 

The last root we’ll mention, is the 
root of security. Let your children 
know that you lovx them and let them 
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know that you aiul tlad love und re- 
spect each olher (avoid fimmels und 
enticism in the presence of your 
children). A sense of “btdonjrinir” and 
being **wante(r ts a cliihrs strongcat 
need and will ta? one of the most 
imporiaiil rsicloi-s in his gn>wing up 
a happy, well -hain need individual with 
no sifrns of a neurosis. 

Wc"ve tulkeil so much about roots," 
there’s not much space left for 
“wings." 

The “wings" vve give our children 
are the I it lie extra t hi rigs that make 
life beautiful ami worthwhile and 
grand— that make them glail every 
day of their lives that they wei:e b<Jin 
— ami moreover — that they were born 
to ymu

Perhaps the grt^alesl soujce of 
"wings" comes fr<mi religion. Teach 
your children early that there is a 
God who loves them and cares for 
them and hears their every prayer. 
Let tlMon know lhai whatever sorrow 
or pain comes to them hen* on earth, 
that it is temporary anil that a 
glorious life of happiness awaits them 
in paradise. Take your children to 
chuix*h. Let them build assficiatlons 
fbat will accompany them all through 
life.

West Coast Job 
Reimbursement Plan 

L. If. 46* SEATTLE, WASH.-^After 
a niihi winter that found mosii every- 
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one in the local “woikin’ steady,” the 
boys, who usually head north with the 
wild geese, are all wondering how de- 
fense work in Alaska will be handled 
by the new Administration. 

We hear that the wi remen in sev- 
eral Pacific Coast locals are operat- 
ing under a job reimbursement plan, 
but our members some time ago re- 
jected the idea after tidying it out for 
Sfjme months* However, during the 
last three months of its operation, it 
served our purpose well and returned 
75 cents on each $1,00 paid in. This 
will absolutely be the last notification 
for any members to claim any re- 
funds of their uncalled for money. 

Of iTiterest to our wireinen are some 
important additions to the working 
agreement with our contractors that 
became effective March 2, Where 
scaffolds aj'e not practical, men work- 
ing o%^er 50 feet off the groimd or floor 
are to receive time and one half, 
when ovei- 80 feet, they receive dou- 
ble pay. Contractor's cars or trucks 
iire not to be driven by workmen be- 
fore or after actual working hours 
unless the workman is registered a.s 
being subject to emergency calls. 

Travel time has been increased to 
25 cents per radius mile after the 
‘‘Free Travel Zone” boundaries. 

Everyone should acquaint himself 
with these new boundaries and the 
other minor changes in the new rules, 
lest he be cited before the Executive 
Board for violations. As ” Ignorance 
of the law is no excuse,” 

We were disiippointeil here, to have 
powers beyond our control cancel the 
” Vo ice of America” construction proj- 
ect near Port Angeles, but now comes 
good news of a 35-million dollar re- 
finery to be built neai^ Beilingham to 
handle crude oil from the new Cana- 
dian pipe line. To insure uninterrupl- 
od power in this corner of the Ihiited 
fitates, which in the last few years 
has ”out built” its tre^nendnus watei' 
power supply j the General Peti oleum 
<"onipany will build a four-million- 
dollar power plant for the refinery. 

This montiPs member of the ”Don't 
Let This Happen To You” Club is 
Harry Ramstead, who survived a jolt 
of 26,000 %'olts but lost a hand in the 
process, A steel boom he was guid- 
ing with a cable struck a powei line 
and luckily the shock broke the grasp 
he had on the line. Another man was 
driving the truck while flarry was 
standing on the concrete roadway 
erecting new lamp standards. The 
charge was so intense that imprints 
of the nails in his shoes were burnt 
'2 inch into the concrete. Guess you 
fellows can draw your o’wn moral.

Strike Continues in 
California Plants 

L. IL 47, ALHA.MBKA, CALIF.— On 


Tuesday, March ;il, 1953, we will he 
going into our fourth week of a strike 
on the properties of the Southern 
California Etlison Company in Los 
,-\ngeles and the California Electric 
Power- Interstate Tekgia]>h Company 
in Riverside. 

The negotiations broke down after 
four months of bargaining when !x>th 
companies offered a wage increase of 
ii percent, or $1.5,00 per month, which- 
I ver was greater. Our membership is 
reriiie,sti ng a wage laise of 25 cents 
per hour as this amount is needed to 
biing our journeymen linemen up to 
the wages being paid on other West 
Coast utilities. On the Edison piop- 
‘erty we are seeking a modified type 
of union shop. 

The Edison contract expired at 
midnight on March 3rd, and we con- 
tinued in session at the request of 
the Federal Mediation and Concilia- 
tion Service until March i)th when 
the company said, "We have nothing 
to offer to avert the work stoppage,” 
and, further, '"Since the union is de- 
termined to strike, you might as well 
go ahead, we are ready for you.” 

The union, as a last move, offered 
to submit the issues to a fact-finding 
board, but the company refused leav- 
ing us with no alternati%^e, 

Edison Company has resulted to 
every trick in the books trying to 
persuade, or intimidate, their em- 
ployes into reluming to work. They 
took all company medical coverage, 
sick benefits and insurance away from 
the strikers; promoted strike b re a kens 
to higher jobs; denied employes living 
in the High Sierras the right to pur- 
chase food supplies at a company- 
owned conimissaiy, even if the fam- 
ilies offered to pay cash, and would 
no! allow the single enqdoyes to eat 
at the company-owned boarding house. 
Tliis is f|uite a pjoblem since there 
aie no public cafes in the area. 


Local 47 has filed unfair labor iirac- 
tice charges against the Southern 
California Edison Company, and this 
brought a one and a half inch thick 
Restraining Order and Injunction for 
damages — the company is suing l.ocal 
47 for $L25fi,0lHUHl plus S5O,iMiO.0(l 
per day until the strike is settled, 

.All evidence points up the fact that 
the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany is trying to break organized 
labor on the utilities in Southern 
California, ami they are defying the 
Federal laws by stating, "No negoti- 
ations can be conducted until the 
])icket line is removed,” 

We aje receiving very good sup- 
port from our sister l.E.E.W. locals; 
the Cential Labor Councils in the Id 
counties served by our membcis, as 
well as all other locals. The morale 
of our members is high and we hope 
to have all of the people placed on 
other jobs in the near future which 
will allow us to ride the strike over 
a long period. 

Southern California Edison is oper- 
ating with a bare minimum of service 
to its thj'ee million consumers with the 
help of supeivisors that they are 
forcing to strike-break rather than 
be fired. The new business and neces- 
saiy maintenance is being neglected 
to the point that the general public 
will either put enough pressure on 
the company for a settlement, or take 
steps to see municipal ownership of 
electric power for consumers now 
served by Edison Company.

In HI41 Brother Parker left the 
Puget Sound Power and Light C’oni- 
pany and took a job wdtb fhe Itomre- 
ville Power Adniinistration in Port- 
land, Oregon as senior power dis- 
patcher. Through the leading efforts 
of the IBEW the Bonneville employes 
engagtftl in construction, maintenance 
and operation, including the loaf I dis- 
pulchers, were organized under the 
Columbia Power Trades Council. Un- 
der this agrcemen! Brother I'arker 
was able for the first time to take 
an active part in union affairs. He 
was initiated into Local 12.5, March 
24, 11)44 and has been a coutinuous 
delegate to the Council and a nientber 
of all Negotiating Committees ever 
since. 

In addition to sert'ing his local as 
juess seci-etary, Brother Parker has 
also served on the Executive Board 
and as Recording Secretary <jf Local 
Union 125. He hna been a rfebigate 
to our last three Inteinationa] Con- 
ventions. Recently Brothei- Parker 
was selected as a representative of 
his union and company to be a mem- 
ber of the gjoup of utility personnel 
which toured fireat Britain surveying 
llu? electric system of the British 
Electricity .Authority. f.Irronnf ifiven

that Local fiDtJ of Ale.xandria, Vir- 
ginia, and Local 2)^ of Washington, 
n. C* were also to be affUiaterl with 
them. The chairman of the ('entral 
LalM>r Union aiul business agent of 
the Milk n rivers Union of Alexan- 
dria* Virginia* Eugene Hubbard was 
the guest speaker. He discusserl the 
f^ynl faction which is against organ- 
izcrl labor am! the Anti- Byrd faction 
which is fighting for organized lalKjr. 
He discussed tticf imj>ortance of the 
union members who live in the State 
of Virginia carrying a |mid poll tax 
receipt so they can vote for the right 
pai'ty, and stated that this was the 
only way we could combat the Byrd 
faction. 

He t*elatt*d that a letter was sent 
to the Sc?cretary of the Treasury of 
the United Slates to request that the 
name of the Central Labor Union of 
Alexandria, he changed to the Cen- 


tral Labor Union of NoiThern Vir- 
ginia. He discussed the efforts being 
made lo get more unions organized 
in the whole part of Northern Vir- 
ginia. 

This is an ini|iortant issue he dis- 
cussed: He related that a bill was 

Just recently defeated in the Slate 
Legislature of V'irginia, which was 
defeated by only two votes* this bill 
bfdng that no local union couUl col- 
lect dues fi'om their membe»% by 
steward.^* business agents or other col- 
lection methods, and the only way 
that b>cal unions could obtain revenue 
for 0|>e rating pur looses, was to jiaas 
the hat around at Iheij- union meet- 
ings, rm sure that our local unions 
could suiely survive on this met boil 
of ojieratingl .And rememiMU% this 
bill was just defeated by two votes. 
There can always be a chance of re- 
newing this bill and trying to get it 
passed. Brother Hubbard stated that 
organized labor was being greatly 
barrassed in the state of Virginia, 

Further evidence of this State to 
work against organized labor was 
brought out in some arUdes riub- 
lishinl in the Errttinif St nr paper of 
Wa.shinglon, D, C. ‘The UighUTo- 
M*ork Law in Virginia Upheld.” This 
article was fiublished on March ITth, 
1U5:J. The right-to-work law secjned 
likely today in view of a Supreme 
Court action that labor union 
ing can be constitutionally forbiddei^ 
umler that law. There was a 7-2 de- 
cision handed down upholding the 
valiility of the controversial Virginia 
Statute. Justices Douglas and Black 
raised the possibility that some fu- 
ture court injunctions under the Vir- 
ginia law might have a harder lime 
in th( Supreme Court unless baseil on 
unusually stiong reasons and the 
most detailed kind of factual fin< lings. 
The V^irginia law says a personas 
right to work must not be denierl or 
restricted Irecause he is or is not a 
union member. Justice Douglas UKik 
the position that picketing is a form 
of free speech. He declared that a 
court has no Constitutional authority 
to enjoin a labor union from thus 
spreading wojd (hat non-union work- 
ers are on a job. 

Also on Maich 4tli, IfioJi anothei 
article in the P^vc7thif; Stnr of furl her 
actions stirring against unions, was 
fiublished* this one being the .National 
.As.sociation of Manufacturers asking 
Crm gross to outlaw imiustry-wiilc 
strikes* the union shofi ami every 
foiTn of compulsory union member- 
.ship. Mr. George Ann strong, chair- 
man of the X.AM's Industrial Rela- 
tions Committee* called for a general 
ov€*r-hauling of the Taft- Hartley Act 
to tighten provisions of F'’ederal laws 
on lab<ir union activities. He testified 
laTore the House Labor Committee?, 
which is considering amendments to 
the Lab^ir Relations Act. 

He fjointed out that the Taft -Hart- 
ley Act already outlaws the closed

Our only method of fighting back 
is our power of vote. By that I mean 
to vote for men who stand behind or- 
ganized labor.

With Seattle Light 

L. r. 77, .SKATTLI-; WASH.— The no- 

got iat ions for January 1, 195vJ con- 
tnicts have been completed with the 
exception of Seattle City Light, The 
increases were granted on the ba.sis 
of .six percent to all classifications. A 
journeyman lineman V scale in this 
area reaches from per hour to 

$2,fiS pel- hour. Our utilities for a 
like area represent the highest scales 
paid in the Hi'otherhood. In most 
cases these agi'eements cover all the 
Electrical Woj-kers in the public ulib 
ity represented. 

This local union has T2 light and 
power utility agreements, nine of 
these are private power companies, 
ID are public utility disliicts, four are 
liural Electric Associations. In addi- 
tion to this we have five telephone 
agreements, 4d radio agreements, four 
TV agreements and six miscellaneoua 
agiwments. 

At the regular semi-annual meet- 
ing of the Union Confei-ence Commit- 
tee held in Seattle, Saturday March 
28th, 48 delegates were in attend- 
ance. These delegates are chairmen 
of various units throughout the Stale 
of Washington and pa it of Idaho. 
Fi-oblems concerning the local union 
well* dtscuBseil and many excellent 
suggestions wei^e made relating to 
health, welfare and pension plans, the* 
voting on agreements, ti^ining of 
shop stewards, the welcoming of new 
members into the oj-ganizatioii and 
other items of general interest to all.

bers employed by Basalt Rock Com- 
pany (Basalt Industries) a few miles 
to the north of Vallejo, 

Fourteen L, U. 180 Brothers 
now employed by this company u'ith 
the prospect of many more being put 
on in the near future. Working con- 
ditions are of the best and the work 
is interesting and somewhat unique. 

Not many years ago, Basalt started 
out as a small company furnishing 
sand and gravel to the local building 
industry. To this they added black 
top foi* roatlways and other building 
products. Soon after, they began the 
manufacture of Basal ite, a trade name 
for their type of conciete block, along 
with other products such as brick, 
tile, fences and pipe. During World 


War II, they set up a shipyard and 
built, repaired or compelled many 
landing type ships for the United 
States Navy. Since then, they have 
expanded to include the prefabrication 
of Basal ite houses, the manufacturing 
of butane tanks and steel reinforcing 
and the building of huge overhead 
cranes that can travel at a horizontal 
rate of IHO feet per minute, Orie of 
their major products is the fuse- 
welded steel pipe, 6 inches to 38 inches 
in diametei“, that begins with a sheet 
of steel and is formed in several big 
presses to round pipe. This pipe is 
welded by an automatic welding ma- 
chine traveling at high speed along 
the length, welding inside and out.

Condemns False 

School Economy 

I,, n. 230. \ irrm{jA, u, c.— The ut- 
tie red school house certainly left its 
mark on our gene ration, either as a 
painful experience that we want to 
forget, or else as the place where we 
fir*st startled the world with our men- 
tal or physical prowess. In any case, 
m<ist of us felt that our education was 
finished on the day we left school. 

Now that money is harder to come 
by than a few years ago, (harder for 
us* that is I, politicians of all grades 
are bt«ing elected to office by promis- 
ing to **save the taxpayers* money," 
and one of the fields in which the 
greatest ectuminics are promisc^d is 
that of education, **Cut out the frills" 
says Senator F<»ghom as he warms 
up to his early campaign ,speeches, 
** Efficiency with economy must la- our 
watchword," It works, U»o! They al- 
ways gel ek'Ctetl, since the thought 
i^f getting something a little cheaper 
has widespread appeal, and even if 
we haven't any personal savings, tt 
makes us feel sort of cosy to identify 
ourselves with those who have a well- 
filled sock. 

Later on, the school staff find it im- 
possible to negotiate that annual 
wage iftcrease* and contracts for new- 
.schools are not let b*cause “la hem ct»sts 
are too high," Curiously enough, 
neither the teachers nor the building 
trades unions (including our owmL 
ever seton to get wise. Instead of or- 
ganizing lo get rid of these false 
(*Cf mo mists, we always decitle to give 
them ani>ther cltance, or elsi* ekx!t 
their ttvin brothers masquerading un- 
der another name. Which brings us 
hack to the subject of education, the 
process that should have given us a 
proper sense of vnlues. with the ability 
to recognize truth, instead id' tinning 
us into calculiiling machmes. We cal- 
culate and imoiSUi'e everything in dol- 
lars and cents, even the use of rmr 
time, since wt> sell our services at so 


much per hour, while our leiationships 
with one another are mainly deter- 
mined by the dollar value of our pos- 
sessions, By adopting this dollar out- 
look w'e become an easy prey for the 
politicians wh<» yearn to save the 
money that wc ha%'en*t got, and s<* 
htdp to perpetuate a condition that 
we know to be wrong, tnomBy and 
practically. The job of the school 
should be to develop young ptM>ple 
eriuippeii and eager to cooperate with 
the youth of other countries in the 
job of making this world a ht'tter 
place to live in, for all people. Our 
generation, believing old age to be a 
virtue, lather than a physical fondk 
lion, has always left the admini.st ra- 
tion tjf a (Fairs to our elders, with 
sometimes tragic results. Our chil- 
dren should Ih' taught to solve their 
envn profakms, and we parents must 
insure that they are allowed sufficient 
time to do so, 

I'racticaBy, to train and employ an 
itdequate teaching ,stalF at decent wage 
rates will not only help safeguard thi* 
moral aspect of the problem, it will 
ci-eate employment for both school 
staff and construction workers, since 
our present school accommodation is 
quite inadequate b<Jlh as regards dass- 
room space and the number of teach- 
ens. Our union has a job to do hi? re 
that is woith doing, standing in the 
front line with those who believe that 
education is the way to emancipation. 

The recent furore in British Colum- 
bia over education costs prompted the 
foregoing remark.*?, most t»f which 
were made at panel discussion,*i htdd in 
Victoria, the wTiter hopes that some- 
body wiU find them of interest,

Edison Company and 
Local 245 last year was a new' clause 
providing for the foi-mation of a joint 
management and union Safety Com- 
mittee, This committee has been func- 
tion in g for some time now and we 
should like to report some of the re- 
sults for those who might be inter- 
est **<1, 

The committee is composed of six 
regular membt*rs, thiw representing 
management and three repi*esenting 
the union. Each i-epriisentative has 
an alternale who attends in the ab- 
sence of a i-egular member. .At least 
two alternates attend each meeting 
til keep them infonned on the commit- 
tee’s business. Management and union 
guests fionr various departmenls of 
the ctimpany are invjted to attend va- 
riffUN meetings, A representative of 
the Com pan y Safety FJopartment is 
usually at each meeting. The com- 
mittee meets once each month* 

The primary function of the com- 
mit tee is to fill a void by pro\nding a 
regular means of communication 
tween the company and the union on 
matters of safety* The committee in 
itself has no authority and can only 
make suggestions and recommenda- 
tions. The committee has functioned 
with harmony and several of its sug- 
gesUoiis have been adopted by the 
company. Not the least of the results 
has been an increase of safety-con- 
sciousness in all concenied* The mem- 
iK^r.s of the committee are: Manage- 
ment representatives; regular mem- 
bers: Mr. A. Hoefie, .Mr. E. L. McB«?e, 
Mr, William Sch’walbert; Alteniales:

Members Maintain 
Two Crack Trains 

L. II. ;tna, WASHINtirON. li. c.— 

On March 15^ 1952 the Pennslyvania 
Railroad inaugurated two trains, the 
'‘Congressional Limited'' and the “Sen- 
atoj'” involving apprrrxiinately 40 rail- 
loati cars, a portion of which the 
Washington Terminal is responsible 
for maintaining* 

These cars are of the latest design 
and employ many of the latest elec* 
trical accessories. 

This confronted our maintenance 
force with many problems and wiring 
diagrams were scarce. Realizing this 
fact, our master mechanic, Mi% -L A. 
Long conferred with his Electrical 
Department and the lm*al union com- 
mittee and Ills final decision w'as to 
enlarge from the small blue prints 
that were furnished us to a greatly 
enlargcti master copy. This was agree- 
able to all concerned. Electrician 
James W. Cheadle and Fdectrician's 
Helper Paul N. Barnes were assigned 
the task of making ifiese rc-protluc- 
tnms. 

These paintings were mafle on mas- 
onite boards that measure R by 8 
feet with a thiekness of one-eighth of 
an inch. As these schematics were 
painted free-hand with enamel paints 
they can be washed with soap and 
lukewarm water. They will stand out 
for years and will remain a pt^rnianent 
record. Tlie A. C circuits are painted 
tn red and the D, C, circuits are 
paintCil in yellow while other parts 
such as trunk lines, meters, recep- 
tacles, motors, sequence panels, re- 
lays, resistors, coils, thermostats, 
fuses etc. of the schemalics are work- 
cfl out with many other colors. 

After several weeks of accurate 
measuring and certain preliminary 
work the job was started. As the 
work progressed it was watched with 
intense enthusiasm by alL 

The reproduetimis are now hni-shtnl 
and are now so located that all of 
<sur eleclriciaiis, helpeis aral appren- 
tices have full benefit of them.

Labor Vital Element 
In All Enterprises 

L. r. 37.-., AI,I,KNT<nVN, l*A.— Late- 

ly, the articles appearing in this 
column have been dm wing more ctmi- 
nient and criticism from the contrac- 
tor than our mnk and file. With that 
in mind, this article is suggested, even 
though most of these points already 
ishouhl be recitgnized by the successful 
con t motor, 

All enterprises are c<im posed of 
three vital elements, FINANCE, I*RO- 
MOTIOX, and l>AB0H, Our interest 
lies in this third element. The pnmio- 
ter cannot operate his project alone. 
He must have assistance, technical, 
skilled, unskilled, semi-skilled, deri- 
eal and manageriaL so that an eftleient 
business will prosper. 

it must never be forgotten that all 
techmdogieiil developments ha\X' an 
HTiwt on workmen. When changes are 
made in the design of proiiucts, or 
when nf*w methods of production are 
devhsed, they inevitably have an effect 
on labor. 

Sam Lewisohn in *'The New Indus- 
trial Democracy” suggests that lab<>r 
is vitally intere.sted in three things; 
namely, justice-, status, and a chance 
to gel ahead. 

From the standpoint of justice, la- 
bor expects that it shall receive a ju.'it 
share of the returns from induMry in 
its pay envelope. Om^ i>f the most 
ilifficult problems in modern manage- 
inent is the dele rmi nation of what 
share of the returns from industry 
should go to lalmr. The distribution 
of this share to the various levels of 
labor that have contributed to it, is 
vital to the continued operation of the 
enterprise. 

Labor members desire t<i he some- 
body, They lake as much interest in 
the operation of a company us do 
those who furnish the capital, if they 
are given recognition of the impor- 
tance of their contribution to such 
development. The psych ologiciil ix*ac- 
tion of a man to doing a good job and 
such recognition is the satisfaetkm of 
masiery, of being someb^idy of conse- 
quence* Its extent is almost iin possible 
to estimate in the smooth ninriing of 
an organization. 

The thiid thing that labcjr is inter- 
ested in, is a chance to get ahead* A 
worker wishes to impixive hts position 
in the organization or hi- wdshes to 
improve his standard of living in the 
community. Realizing that this is as 
vital as any, we mu,^t recognize the 
fact that the construction fiedd finds 
it indeed difficult to fulfill that desire. 
However, the successful contractor, 
realizing the impoi"tance of this fact, 
faces a cbaJlenge of fulfilling or suh- 
slituting this incentive. Our lack of

job security and no acknowledgement 
as skilli’d craftsmen is no motive for 
efficient workmanship and higher pro- 
duction rates. 

At this ’ivHting we are in the midst 
of negotiatioas for a new wage scale*

The outcome should be intei^*sting. Re- 
minds me of my school days studying 
history. The Indians never used 
money either. In those days I believe 
it was called baitering. Our contrac- 
toi-s must believv in heredity. Our 
si*le is well represented by Brothers 
A lex Kalady, Lee Heil, Raul Oxford, 
and our very able Business Agent

You wonder if the loss 
of time justifies the potential gain. 
Rut supposing that those before you 
had been of similar thought. Where 
would you be today ? What kind of 
conditions ? 

Perhaps some times you have felt 
all alone in your struggle for justice. 
Surely though, you have not forgot- 
ten that a half million of your 
LB.E.W. BTOthers have their eyes 
upon you and are backing you lUO 
p<*rcent. Even as we in Local 441 
have given you our mom) .support, 
refused to cross your picket lines, and 
are searching for something more 
concrete to offer you. 

Wo believe your I'eqiiest for a 25- 
cent hourly increase is justified. 
Scamdy would this amount put you 
on a par with the prevailing rates 
for similar work on the Pacific Coast. 
The Union Security Clause is a ne- 
cessity also if you are to maintain 
your dignity at the bargaining table. 
The proof lies in the fact that the 
small minority of your Co- workers 
who ai^ not unioii memhi>rs are being 
forced by an indiscriminate vmploycr 
to work for your defeat. 

We have read with some amaze- 
ment the advertisements of that 
‘'Baron Munchhausen/' who with his 
deliberate distortion of the facts, 
seeks to blackmail you. His anti- 
quated tactics are reminiscent of the 
late 1800's, when gohl was the god 
and integrity, honor, and scmples, 
were left to the discretion of the 
devil. 

He ha.s .said that your busine.ss 
manager ordered a quickie strike. The 
truth is that you negotiated for four 
months and you wer‘e willing to con- 
tinue.

In our estimation they are all loyal, 
industrious, and honorable people. We 
know that the others of you are of 
the same caliber or else Edison would 
not have hiied you. 

Whether or not you have succeedc^l 
in your strike seems of lesser conse- 
quence now than the fact that you 
have had the courage of your convic- 
tions. If the choice fruits of victory 
fell too easily into your laps you 
might become negligent in your vigi- 
lance. If you failed, theii let us hope 
you have leamed the causes. At any

tion at Montgomery in April. I hope 
to call it to the attention of our dele- 
gates attending the convention to see 
to it that it is brought to the atten- 
tion of the convention.

It seems thal a leltt*r vvas 
given to our contractors slating that 
wages will he frozen for a two-year

However this course was folio wi^d by 
one of our ex-husincss managers*

Again iu 1952 we received a 15- 
cent-per-hour increase estahlisldng 
our wages at $2.05, 


As you can easily see, from PjrdJ 
to 1952 wi! have raised our wages hy 
05 cents per hour, for the electricians. 
We further raised the helpers where- 
as in 1952 their wages are first year 
—$1*15, *second year — $1.40, third 
year — $1*50 and fourth year— $1.05. 

As we previously stated wi* are 
]>ri:paring for our 195B ad%xntures 
for more wages and a few changes 
within our agreement. A few of these 
were read at the past meeting hy 
Business Manager Coiinihaiu They 
.sounded very encouraging* I would 
like to further state that our entire 
officer staff is doing a bang-up job*

Negotiations Without 
Building Trades Council 

L. l . r,68, MONTKEAL, QI E.— By 

the time this report reaches our mem- 
bers through our t^uite a 

lot of discussions will have taken 
l>lace across the table in our negoti- 
ations, and it is still a bit early to 
forecast how we are going to fare out 
in the end. However, there is a step 
of great importance that this local 
union has undertaken recently, and 
that is to negotiate directly with our 
employers instead of through the 
Montreal Building Trades Council as 
in the past when negotiations were 
carried out with the Montreal Bund- 
ers Exchange for most of the con- 
struction trades. 

However since the Corporation of 
Master Pllectricians of the Province 
of Quebec has been recognized by the 
Qiiehec Labor Relations Board as the 
bai'gaining agent for its members, 
who are our employers, it is their 
duty as %vell as ours to sit together 
and negotiate our own collective labor 
agreement, which will later appear as 
an amendment in the Pzovincial De- 
cree, relating to the building trades. 

For those of you who may not be 
too familiar with our proceduies in 


Quebec when it comes to matters per- 
taining to our labor laws, take a 
good look at the following lines and 
study them carefully and then you 
will realize what it means to organ- 
ized labor in this province. 

"In Quebec, the Collective Agree- 
ment Act provides that where a col- 
lective agreement has been entered 
into by an organization of employes 
and one or more employers or associ- 
ations of employers, either side may 
apply to the Provincial Minister of 
Labour to have the terms of the 
agreement, which concerns wages, 
hours of labor, apprenticeship and 
certain other conditions made bind- 
ing throughout the province or with- 
in a certain district on ail employers 
and employes in the trade or industry 
covered by the agreement. Notice of 
such application is published and ZO 
days are allowed for the filing of ob- 
jections* after which an Order in 
Council may be passed granting the 
application with or without changes 
as considered advisable by the Minis- 
ter. The Order in Council may be 
amended or revoked in the same man- 
ner. Each agreement is administered 


and enfojced by a joint committee of 
both parties.” 

This is only a sample of the laws 
that your Negotiation Committee has 
to tangle with to remain within the 
right of way as far as collective 
agreements are concerned. 

Incidentally your Negotiating Com- 
raitt€>e for this year are the follow- 
ing who were elected at the last regu- 
lar meeting: Brothers Lucien Ca- 

dotte, James Pitman, John Goodby^ 
Hugh Lafleur, Real Gronlx, A. S.
